President 
Carroll V. Newsom made the pre- 
sentation during a luncheon in 
the Ben Snow dining room of the 
University’s Vanderbilt Hall, 
seat of its Law School Faculty. 


Data 
Ambassador Peixoto, who has 
been his country’s representative 
in Washington since July 1956, is 


president and a founder of the 
Social Democratic Party, the 
present majority party in Bra- 
zil. He has served in both the 
Constituent Assembly and _ the 
Federal Congress, and in 1950 


he was elected governor of the 
State of Rio de Janeiro. 

The Brazilian ambassador be- 
gan his government career in 1932 
when, as a naval officer, he be- 
came naval assistant to the chief 
of the Brazilian Delegation to the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference. 
Later in the 1930’s he was made 
aide to President Getulio Vargas, 
and in 1937 was appointed gover- 
nor of the State of Rio de Janeiro. 
During World War II he served 
in the Brazilian navy. Ambassa-

Expanded Tourism 


While the emphasis will be on 
the promotion of Brazilian ex- 
ports to the United States, the 
Pavilion, through its presenta- 
tions, will also give Brazil the 
opportunity to feature the tour- 
ism which she is now so eager to 
expand. 

For this reason display ma- 
terials are being selected with the 
utmost care. The fifteen thousand 
square feet which Brazil will uti- 
lize at the forthcoming Trade 
Fair is the largest taken by any 
national exhibitor. Nevertheless, 
Brazil has so much to show that 
she is most eager to mount it 
artistically so that the visitor will 
spot at a glance the thing in 
which he is particularly inter- 
ested. 


Exhibits to Work Hard 


Thus, the matte exhibit, for ex- 
ample, will “sell” the beverage 
and also the countryside in which 
it grows.

tered upon the roster of honor of New York Uni- 
versity the distinguished name of 

ERNANI DO AMARAL PEIXOTO 
and the University Medal is hereby presented to him 
with all the opprobation, esteem, and respect im- 
plicit in such an investiture.

Description 
The bronze, circular New York 
University Medal, which is sus- 


pended from a chain, bears on 
its face the NYU seal — four 
classic runners and a_ symbolic 


torch of learning above the motto 
Perstare et Praestare (‘to per- 
sist and to excel’’). On the reverse 
side is a reproduction of the Hall 
of Fame for Great Americans, lo- 
cated at NYU, and the name of 
the recipient. Ambassador Peixoto 
is the first Latin American and 
the fifth person to win the award. 

Previous recipients of the medal 
were Robert Frost, American 
poet; Sir Ifor Evans, provost of 


University College at the Uni- 
versity of London; Dr. Martin 
Niemoeller, German _ Protestant 


clergyman; and Dr. Pasteur Val- 
lery-Radot, scientist and author, 
the grandson of Louis Pasteur.

Introduces New Museum 

The exhibit has been planned 
as a way of introducing the re- 
markable new museum to the 
North American public. When it 
was shown first in Europe it de- 
veloped an extra-ordinary interest 
because of the nature of its ac- 
quisitions and also because of the 
location of its home. 

Especial care has been taken in 
organizing this collection to pre- 
sent a well arranged and well 
rounded group to avoid any im- 
plication of specialization or of 
imbalance. Those present at the 
opening night regarded the ex- 
hibit as a symbol of the mighty 
achievement of the Sao Paulo 
Museum in the very short period 


since it was founded.

Exhibit’s Importance 

“This exhibition will introduce 
to the North American public an 
astonishing new institution in 
South America,” Mr. 
Rousseau, Jr., The Metropolitan 
Museum’s Curator of Paintings 
said, “and, by arousing fresh in- 


works of art so quickly assembled 
by the Sao Paulo Museum give 
evidence that Brazilian culture, 
like our own, has deep roots in 
European civilization. Lile the 
strikingly progressive architec. 
ture of Brazil, they also show 
that the Brazilians part civate 
fully in the modern spirit.” 
The earlier pictures in the ex- 
hibition represent a wide variety 
of artists and are individually of 
very high quality. Italian art is 
seen in six examples—a Madonna 
and Child by Bernardo Daddi, an- 
other by Giovanni Bellini, Saint 
Jerome by Andrea Mantegna of 
Padua, two of Titian’s splendid 
portraits and a Resurrection by 
the famous Raphael of Urbino. 


Northern Art 


Important schools of Northern 
art are also well represented— 
the Flemish by Memling’s Virgin, 
St. John and Three Holy Women 
and Rubens’ fine portrait of 
Archduke Albert of Austria. 
From Germany come portraits by 
Lucas Cranach the Elder, and 
Hans Holbein the Younger. A 
Self-portrait by Rembrandt and 
three likenesses by Frans Hals 
constitute an exceptional group of 
Dutch paintings. 

Works by Spain’s_ greatest 
artists include El Greco’s Annun- 
ciation, an imposing painting of 
The Count Duke of Olivares by 
Velazquez and three revealing 
portraits by Goya. Four pictures 
by Nattier, two by Fragonard, 4 
portrait by Chardin and Angelica 
Chained to the Rock by Ingres e& 
emplify the extensive and diverse 
traditions of French painting.

Senhor Villa-Lobos is a prolific 
composer. It is said that he him- 
self cannot give an exact count of 
how many compositions he has 
written; he only knows that it is 
in the hundreds. Largely self- 
taught, he has instinctively ex- 
pressed the spirit of his people 
and his native earth. He has not 
sought to be a self-conscious na- 
tionalist or patriot. He has im- 
mersed himself in the ways of his 
countrymen; he has soaked him- 
self in the variety and immensity 
of Brazil. Without a deliberate 
effort to adopt a folk idiom, he has 
written music that sums up the 
quality of his land and its people. 


Music Educator 


More than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago he persuaded the Bra- 
zilian authorities to let him prove 
what an original approach to mu- 
sical education could accomplish. 
He organized a chorus of 12,000 
voices, drawn from all classes, 
and in four months taught it to 
sing four-part a cappella music. 
He went on to devote ten years to 
reorganizing the Brazilian system 
of musical education. He inspired 
young Brazilian composers to do 
as he had done—to ignore the ped- 
ants and to translate in music 
the truth of their own and their 
people’s intuitions. 


Homage to Him 

On March 28 and 29 New York 
will have an opportunity to pay 
homage to this composer of fierce 
individuality when he will be 
guest conductor of the Philhar- 
monic. Grateful as he may be for 
this observance, he will not need 
it to reinforce his pride in his 
convictions. For he is still the 
man who went to Paris in 1922, 
relatively unknown, to show the 
musical élite of Europe what he 
had done, not to beg for a chance 
to be heard.

He added that 97 
per cent of the firm’s items sold 
in Brazil are produced by Bra- 
zilian industry. 

Mr. Houser told members and 
guests of the Detroit Economic 
Club that total Sears employment 
in Latin America is 9,500, of 
which only 125 are U.S. citizens. 


Higher Prices 

The official said prices of Sears’ 
products in Latin America are 
generally higher than the same 
items in the U.S. because of what 
he termed the “relatively low” 
production volume compared to 
American mass industry.

The northern terminal of the 
new line will be Montreal, Mr. 
Kersten said, with New York 
the major port of call on the 
East Coast of this country. 
South American ports will in- 
clude Rio de Janeiro and Santos 
in Brazil, Montevideo in Uru- 
guay and Buenos Aires in Argen- 
tina. 

The Hamburg South Ameri- 
can Line was established in 1871 
and has been operating from 
Europe to South America.

Rock Drills Made 
In Sao Paulo Plant 


Vuleanus Only Manufacturer 
In Brazil of Basic Tool 
In Subsoil Digging 


One of the items that used to 
be common on the piers of Brazil’s 
large cities was a bar of hexa- 
gonally shaped steel, perforated 
all along its length, which was 
about fifteen feet, and meticu- 
lously protected at one end. It is 
the instrument known as a rock 
drill. 


The rock drill, or the test borer, 
is a basic tool in the building of 
electric generating plants, in test- 
in the subsoil, in exploring for 
any kind of ore, in the construc- 
tion of dams, in establishing quar- 
ries, and in boring tunnels and 
building roads. The rock drill is 
also used to perforate the mate- 
rial into which a charge of dyna- 
mite is introduced. 


Million Dollar Import 


Up to now Brazil has expended 
a million dollars annually in pre- 
cious foreign exchange to import 
this invaluable tool. Last April, 
the first firm to manufacture rock 
drills in all Latin America began 
operations in the town of Sao Ber- 
nardo do Campo, Sao Paulo. It is 
called Vulcanus do Brasil, In- 
dustria e Comércio S.A., and uses 
the most modern equipment avail- 
able. 


Although the rock drill gives 
the appearance of being a simple 
tool in actuality it requires over 
twenty-five different electronically 
controlled operations to manufac- 
ture. Expert Brazilian workmen 
carry out its production with pre- 
cision. 


Organization of Firm 


Organizers of the firm was the 
Hellefors Bruks of Haellefors, 
Sweden. Before setting up opera- 
tions in the plant, the Vulcanus 
management sent a team of Bra- 
zilian technicians to the Hellefors 
factory in Sweden, where they 
were trained as an operating unit. 


Vuleanus already numbers 
among its customers some of Bra- 
zil’s leading exploration and build- 
ing companies. The search for 
copper and tungsten ores is now 
being carried on with its drills, as 
are some of the construction oper- 
ations at the sites of most impor-
